The. practice 
of early paycheck for employes 
was a custom of mahy years. 

But the borad was advised at 
that time that it wasn't -legal to 
make such salary payments in ad- 
vance. 

Monday the board adopted a res- 
olution calling for $25 payments 
to employes on the payroll since 
July 1 this year who had. perform- 
ed satisfactory service. The checks 
were ordered to be in the mail be- 
fore Christmas. 

The payments were described as 
a salary adjustment for the 1963- 
64 budget year. 

In another action the board 
authorized .pre-Christmas checks 
for employes — regular paychecks 
for hours worked up until the hol- 
iday.

Youthful ul Head Of 
Sugar Co-Op Tells 
Economic Effect 


George Wedgworth, youthful 
president of the Sugar Cane Grow- 
ers Cooperative, operating Glades 
Sugar House on Airport Road in 
Belle Glade, said he felt honored 
to speak from the same platform 
“with the dean of the sugar in- 
dustry in Florida” as he kindly re- 
ferred to Harry T. Vaughn, presi- 
dent of the United States Sugar 
Corp. 

Mr. Wedgworth's topic was 

“The Effect of Sugar Cane Ex- 
pansion on the Economy of Flor- 
fida.” His speech was well prepar- 
ed and his delivery showed that he 
had spent considerable amount of 
research in preparation. He said 
that cane growers deemed it an 
honor for the Florida Bankers to 
come to the scene of the vast 
sugar industry here on the shores 
of Lake Okeechobee. 
l- Mr. Wedgworth pointed du} that 
Wednesday's meeting would bene- 
fit the bankers in that they were 
able to gather first hand informa- 
tion about the ever-increasing in- 
dustry and pointed out further 
that the sugar industry is being 
developed on a sound basis. He was 
fervent in his appreciation of the 
research done in the past quarter 
of a century by the’ U. S. S. C. 

The Co-Op president was opti- 
mistic and used his crystal ball to 
look into the future and what it 
holds for cane growers’ and pro- 
cessors on Lake Okeechobee. His 
highly polished ‘crystal’ ball told 
him that in 1964-1965 this. area 
will produce more sugar than is 
ground by the 38 mills in Louisi- 
ana. 

Much talk has been heard about 
sugar cane decreasing ‘the’ amount 
of ` vegetables shipped from this 
region, he said, but this is NOT a 
fact he pointed out and cited fig- 
ures that show that vegetable 
shipments this fall are two weeks 
ahead of last fall. He went further 
to say that cane growing, its pro- 
cessing and final sale as: granulat- 
ed sugar will tend to stabalize the 
whole agricultural community in 
this. territory.

Gun Totin’ Law To 
Get Lotta Study 


For weeks, since it was advised 
of an old gun carrying law, the 
county commission has been giv! 
routine approval to application 
permits to carry firearms. 

Monday the board did an about 
face and decided to quit giving 
rubber stamp approval to the ap- 
plications. 

An old law, dug up by County 
Solicitor Joel Daves, requires a 
permit for residents to carry pis- 
tols and repeating rifles. Permits 
were to be issued by the county 
commission. i 

This-week County Commissioner 
Paul Rardin was advised he could 
vote negatively on the applications 
and he said he would not sign any 
more permits. 

Commissioner Edward Bandlow, 
long-time opponent of the act, 
said he took a dim view of the per- 
mits and thought the act should be 
repealed. 

Said Commissioner George War- 
ren, “even as I sign, I wonder who 
will get shot by this gun.” 

Only Commission Chairman E. 
F. Van Kessel had anything good 
to say about the situation—and 
his views were that the commis- 
sion should be aware that “there 
are two sides to this thing.” He 
said residentg who go to the 
trouble of making applications for 
the.permits should be given con- 
sideration. “Many permits are is- 
sued for saving a life—not taking 
one,” the chairman said. 

The board ‘decided to check fur- 
ther with\the county solicitors of- 
fice to determine if Offenders of 
the old law are still being prosecu- 
ted and the -amount of emphasis. 
being placed on -the gun permit 
cases. 

The commissidn a poirited out that 
all permits and licenses, except the 
gun permits are handled. by the 
county Judges office -and they 
questioned the need of the com- 
mission having to act in this one 
particular/instance. `

Wednesday Before Florida 


| Bankers Farm Committee By U.S.S. Corp. President Harry Vaughn 


Iam very glad to be here today 
And to talk to you about Florida 
sugar. I appreciate the invitation 
from the Florida Bankers Associa- 
tion and especially Mr. Rupert 
‘Mock, Chairman of the Farm Com- 

. mittee. It is nice to. see so many 
people here who are interested in 
Florida sugar. I can remember 
thirty years back when a meeting 
of this kind would have had very 
few or possibly no attendance ex- 
cept possibly for the meal. It is 
very nice to be guests of bankers, 
since we in the sugar business 
realize how necessary bankers are; 
however, it is still questionable as 
to whether or not they are a bless- 
ing or a necessary evil. 

Before discussing’ present day 
sugar developments, it might be 
well to review briefly the early 
years of sugar cane and sugar in 
Florida. Columbus, on his second 
voyage in 1493, brought sugar cane 
to the island of Santo Domingo, 
Although this first attempt at its 
cultivation was unsuccessful 
Sugar cane was brought ‘again-to 
‘Santo Domingo in 1506, and the 
first sugar in the Americas was 
produced there in 1509. Sugar in 
that era was as eagerly sought by 
pirates and merchants as gold and 
silver. It was considered a rare del- 
icacy, afforded only by the royal 
families'and the wealthy. 

Mendenez, the great Spanish 
colonial governor; probably intro- 
duced sugar cane culture into 
Florida soon after he founded St. 
Augustine in “1565. During the 
English period in Floridā, sugar 
was manufactured on a commer- 
cial scale at the New Smyrna Col- 
ony between 1767 anà 1776. In 
1777, the New Smyrna Colony was 
‘disbanded and the settlement fell 
into ruins; so for a period the 
commercial sugar industry was 
lost to the State. 

After the failure of the New 
Smyrna Colony there is no record- 
ed history of the cultivation of 
sugar cane in Florida for a long 


period of time; howevef, there is |. 


no doubt that it was grown and 

. some sugar manufactured by crude 
methods during the early Colonial 
Period. Ruins of old cane mills and 
syrup vats are still to be found in 
various places over the State, in- 
cluding Port Orange, the New 
Smyrna vicinity, and DeLeon 
Springs. 

Between 1850 and 1860, Major 
Robert Gamble; of ‘Tallahassee, 
moved to Manatee County and 
erected a sugar mill, but the War 
between the States, and fire, put 
an end to this enterprise. 

The next attempt at sugar pro- 
duction in Florida was made in 
St. Cloud by Captain R. E. Rose in 
1885. Lands. which were formerly 
cypress swamp and had a growth 
of saw-grass were. drained > and 
cleared. One hundred ten (110) 
acres.of cane were planted in 1886 
on this reclaimed land. During the 
summer of 1887,. Hamilton Diss- 
ton purchased half interest in this 
enterprise and a grinding mill was 
erected, This mill ground cane dur- 
ing February and March of 1888. 
After the first crop, Disston 
‘bought out Rose arid embarked on 
an ambitious program of expan- 
sion; however, only .two more 
-crops of any .consequence. were. 
tharvested during. 1889 and 1890. 
The operation was eventually 
abandoned and the mill closed with 
the death of Hamilton Disston in 

> 1896. x g 
- Upon the ceding: of the vast area | 
‘in south Florida known as the 
Evi ides to the State of Florida 
` by the Federal Government,-under 
the terms of the Swamip and Over- 
flew Lands Act of 1850, Florida 
was obligated to drain and devélop 
the area. Interest in crops suitable 
for this area has been continuous. 
Because of the semi-tropical cli- 
mate, sugar cane’ was one of the 
crops which gave the most prom- 
ise, and, from the middle 1880's 
to the early-1920’s, attempts were 
made to develop its culture in the 
Everglades. Moore Haven, . Hia- 
leah, Disston Island, and Canal 
Point districts witnessed the early 


proper water control. unsuitable 
cane varieties and -cane diseases. 

The present sugar operations in 
the Everglades can be credited, to 
the early development work con- 
ducted by F. E. Bryant, G. T. An- 
derson, and their aSsociates, at 
Canal Point. In 1923, before any 
roads were built in the area; F'. E. 
Bryant rted by barge, 
from West Palm Beach to Canal 
Point, a mill with a grinding ca- 
pacity of 750 tons per day. 

The establishment of United 
States Department of Agriculture 
Cane Breeding Station at Canal 
Point, for development of new 
cane varieties for Louisiana, in- 
creased the interest being focused 
pn the possibilities of sugar cane 
culture in the Everglades. 

In 1925, B. G. Dahlberg, operat- 
ing head of. the Celotex Corpora- 
tion, formed The Southern Sugar 
Company for the purpose of de- 
veloping a sugar industry in the 
Everglades. After a thorough 
study. of the area, land’ was pur- 
chased and water control facilities 
installed around the southern 
shore of Lake Okeechobee. During 
the winter of 1926-27, seven hun- 
dred acres (700) of cane were 
Planted and grew exceptionally 
well. Additional acreage was plant- 
ed the Yollowing’.year and. a 
sugar house, formerly located at 
Hialeah, was moved to Clewiston 
and production of raw sugar’ began 
during the 1928-1929 harvest seas- 
on, This new operation experienc- 
ed serious difficulties from its 
very beginning. Cane varieties un- 
suitable to the conditions of soil, 
water and climate resulted in poor 
results during the early years and 
on June 30, 1930, The Southern 


Sugar Company went into receiv- 
ership. After operating in receiver- 
ship for the crop 1930-31, a new 
organization, the’ United States 
Sugar Corporation, was formed in 
April, 1931, and acquired all the 
assets of The Southern’ Sugar 
Company. 

Firm in the belief in the ultimate 
profitable growth and production 
of sugar cane in this locality, a 
group of original stockholders of 
The Southern Sugar Company, 
headed by C. S. Mott, were respon- 
sible for the re-organization of 
the project now known as United 
States Sugar Corporation. Théy 
have invested millions of dollars 
in a program of research, rehabil- 
itation and expansion. Since’ then 
the progress of sugar cane gulture 
and sugar production in the Ever- 
glades has been one of continuous 
growth and prosperity. Through 
research new cane varieties were 
bred to replace the original var- 
ieties brought in from many ‘coun- 
tries of the world, including Indi 
| Java, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Cub: 
and, Louisiana. None of these var- 
ieties lived -up-to the yield expec- 
tations and it became necessary 
to start at the very beginning to 


breed new canes ‘suitable for thé 
sdils and climate of south Florida. 
This-was a long’ and tedious pro- 
cess. Millions of new cane varieties 
were developed over the years 
with just a few being selected as 
holding. some promise. * 

In order that I may give you a 
clearer picture of what has hap- 
pened in Florida, it is necessary 
that I discuss more fully what has 
taken place since the beginning 
of our research program. 

From the first, the Corporation's 
cane breeding program, was a suc- 
cess:Varieties were bred that not 
onty._produced more\sugar per acre 
but matured earlier, allowing the 
cane harvest season to be extended 
until it- averaged -close to six 
months—twice as long’ as the typ- 
ical Louisiana season.

New equipment, designed and built 
by our own people, now plant, cul- 
tivate, and harvest our cane so 
efficiently that Florida now has 
one of the lowest-records of man 
hours per ton of cane of any area 
in the world. 

No story of the development of 
the Florida sugar industry would 
be complete without giving some 
of the history of the development 
of water control in the Everglades. 
As I mentioned earlier, lack of 
adequate water control was a ma- 
jor factor in the failure of early 
attempts to establish a sugar in- 
dustry in the Everglades. There is 
no natural drainage in the sugar 
cane area of Florida. All surplus 
water must be pumped off. The 
country is completely flat and the 
variations in land elevations above 
sea -level are minor. 

‘The improvement of cane varie- 
ties, the knowledge of water con- 
trol, fertilizer, disease and ` pest 
control experienced slow improve- 
ment ‘until recent years when we 
reached the realization that we 
had finally developed cane-variet- 
ies that were suitable for our area 
—cané varieties that compared 
very favorably with sugar cane in 
other parts of the world in yield 
of cane per acre and in sugar per 
ton of cane. We also realized 
that the culture of sugar cane and 
the production of sugar was and.is 
a successful operation in Florida. 

We must remember that this 
was a pioneer operation and my 
company had to “feel its way 
along,” so to speak. It was a period 
of: trial and error, You tried, and if 
it worked you’ continued and if it 
failed you started all over again. 

We have established the fact, 
without any doubt, that the cul- 
|ture of sugar cane añd production 
of sugar, with good management 
and proper planning, is pn a fitm 
basis in south Florida” This suc- 
ful development -has restilted 
in a considerable expansion in 
{south Florida in the Lake Okee- 
|chobee area. s,

I will soon be entering my 
thirty-fourth year in the sugar 
business here in Florida and I 
very distinctly remember my im- 
pressions back in 1930 when I 
first. came. I had not been here 
very. long when I formed the opin- 
ion that I would rather. be in the 
sugar business in Florida than any 
other place I know of. I have never 
had any reason to change „that 
opinion.
